Un- 
der » crossfire of criticisms of family 
inefficiencies, parents are asking 
themselves what they can and should 
do. to assure their offspring of a full 
and rich life. 

The primary responsibility for the 
protection of children against physi- 
cal and ,spiritual ills still rests with 
the family. The obligation of’ parents 
to instif] sound attitudes in young 
children is being stressed as part of 
the cumpaign against venereal dis- 
ease. The obligation of parents’ to 
protect their children against physi- 
cal diseases which are preventable is 
being emphasized once again by the 
Health League of Canada, sponsored 
National. Immunization Week in sup- 
port of the public-health programs. 
® The family may have lost much ef 
its authority, but it hag lost 
nothing which can prevent it from 
having very young children immuniz- 
ed arainst such deadly diseases as 
whooping cough, diphtheria, scarlet 
feve™, and smallpbx. Mothers and 
fathcrs have an obligation to see that 
elilt-en ‘are protected against these 
diseeses from their sixth month on. 
Fe''rre to meet that responsibility 
will strengthen the. stand of those 
‘ho consider that parents should 
hove little or no say about the lives 
of even very young children. .

Farm Notes 


FATTENING POULTRY TO 
GET. BEST RESULTS 

Except in cases of captons, some 

degree of fattenitig or finishing of 
birds for market is necessary to pro- 
duce a carcass which will grade well 
and return the best price, says H.'8. 
Gutteridge, Poultry Division, Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa. Capone 
if vigorous’ and healthy, will usually 
be fat enough when taken off range 
to grade well with little, if any, 
finishing. Two facts should in tuem- 
selves commend’ the practice of fat- 
tening for market: the weight gained 
during fattening ig the most’ econom- 
ical of any gain made during the | 
whole growing period and that the 
premium paid for the improved grade 
of the ma'rnet bird is paid not only 
upon the economically produced gain 
while fattening but upon the whole 
weight of the bird. © i 

Crate fattening and pen sathbatnn | 
are the principal methods of fatten- 
ing. Fattening in crates is best be- 
cause it produces more gain and fat 
in a ghorter time and softens the 
flesh producing a very tender carcass 
Pen fattening is the best substitute 
but takes a longer time to produce 
the same effect and is less economi- 
cal, Under ‘satisfactory conditions 
two weeks of fattening should be suf 
ficient to produce top »grade birds 
with crates, while fattening in pens 
takes from three to four weeks, 

If possible, skim milk or butter- 
milk should be used to mix fattening 
| feeds. Unwatered whey ig also good. 
Oat groats, not too finely ground, 
ground heavy oats from which most 
of the hulls have been sifted or 
ground corn are the most efficient of 
the common grains for fattening pur- 
poses. Buckwheat, wheat, oats (with 
hulls) and barley are next best, the 
respective merit being in the ordér 


stated. A mixture of the best of these 
| grains, wet-mixed as stated will give 


satisfaction. If 7 to 10 per cent of 
meat meal is added to the mixture 
gains considerably in excess of the 
additional cost of the’ meat meal 
should be made, but where not pos- 
sible the grain- and .milk mixture 
should be sufficient. 

Birds should be starved for 18 to 


ed with epsom salts (% Ib. per 100 
mature birds)... They “should have 
water to drink between feedings, 
Feeds should be mixed to a_ consis- 
tency which will just pour and be 
given twice daily in such quantity 
that they will clean it up in_ twenty 
minutes, any residue being removed. 
The birds should be starved from 10 
to 14 hours before killing and chilled 
as quickly as possible after killing.
